Simon Henry Gage 
1852 1944 

Simon Henry Histology and Embryology Cornell 
University, took ill his laboratory and died few days later, Oct. 20, 1944, 
his home near Ithaca, New Though was not bacteriologist, Professor 
Gage had wide acquaintance among the earlier mon this group America.
